Lockey wasn’t due until 
Sunday and only gave her 
mother 23 minutes notice be¬ 
fore her arrival. The baby’s 
father, Gordon S. White, a 
cargo supervisor with Pacific 
Far East Lines, had checked 
with his wife at 11:50 a.m. and 
was on his way to The 
Tribune to take his wife to the 
hospital. He arrived instead in 
time to meet his new daugh¬ 
ter. 

Mrs. White hardly had time 


to move from her office to the 
ladies lounge when Joan 
McKinney noted the baby was 
on its way.
